Ho 
says he has read with growing amozomont 
and diaguBt the formidable list of 
aesuults upon women published daily, 
and has nob known wlliah to 
admire meat, the dastardly brutality of the 
Radioals who commlti them or the cowardly 
BoplneneBa of the reaotionaries who allow 
them to be made. 

Tho prolonged drought in Soinde, a prov- 
ince of Bombay, threatens the entire fail- 
ure of the cotton crop. 

Frep,iratlons are being made in Madrid to 
dispatch large reinforcements of troops to 
(juba, and by Aug. 15th 20,000 infantrymen, 
1,'_'00 cavalry, 12.000 artillery and 1,000 en- 
gineers will leave for Havana. 

The news of Captain-General do Campos' 
victory has been ooniirmGd. With 1,200 
troops he routed 5,000 insurgents. The in- 
eurgents left 500 dead and wounded and 150 
dead horses on the battlefield. 

According to the Turkestan Gazette, the 
Dungans of tho district of Sini-agfu have re- 
volted acainat the Chinese and boaioged and 
captured the town of Suanhouatin, where 
they found that the Chinese governor and 
all his family had committed suicide. 

The Russian portion of the Ghiaeae loan, 
amounting to fixteer, million pounda ster- 
ling, has been covered live times here and 
fifteen times in Paris,

THE HUDSON PALISADES. 

froitosal to Fortify and Utill/e Them to Pro 
tcct New York itnd Urooklyu. 

New York, June 22. — The Palisades 
oommission, who, with the people of New 
York and New Jersey, are intensely inter 
eutod in tho salvation of tho noble aeriea of 
basaltic cliffd extending along cho wuati bank 
of Iho Hudson river from doatruotion by 
building oorporationa, have aoootnplished a 
great advance toward theoompletion of their 
work. Commissioner Morse has boon doubt- 
ful aa to tho government's right to condemn 
property for park purposes. He auggested 
that the Paliaadea reservation be turned over 
to the war department, and this will be 
done. 

Tho commanding nature of tho cliffa and 
the wide range which could be aociired from 
them would give to Now York a Gibraltar. 
They of eourae command the Hiidien, but 
they do more than that. From Iheir bank 
Now York and Brooklyn will bo under the 
protection of high power guns of modern 
construction, and the Bound, only five or aix 
miles away, could alao be commanded. Be 
aides oven this tho comn>iE8ionoreliolievethat 
by fortifioationa along the I'aliaadta Hudson 
river, in case of siege, conid always bo kept 
open for the food supply of the great cities 
at its mouth.

Ottawa, July 22 — Parliamonb was pro. 
rogued to day with the usual formal cere- 
monies. In the epeech from the Throna 
His Excellency said : 

Son. Oentlemen of the Senate ; QeiMetnen of ' 
the Home of Commons : 
In bringing this session of parliament to 
a concliiaiun I have to ooRijratulate yon on 
tho industry and :;aal which have marked 
your labors. The necessary legislation hav- 
ing been passed, tho treaty of coinn erce 
with France, from whioh favorable commer- 
cial reeulte may be expeolfd, will, as uuon 
as ratified, be put into force by parliament. 
The negotiations with Newloundland, to 
whioh reference waa made at the opening 
of the acBsion, I regret to aay, have not re- 
Bulted in any agreement) for the present. 
Tho reply of the provincial leginlaturo of 
Manitoba to the remedial order iasued by 
my government on tho Slst of March laat 
was considered to be of such a character aa 
to justify a postponement of further ac- 
tion until next seaaion. I am pleased to 
obsorvo the grant of parliament in aid of tho 
fund contributed by tho Canadian people 
for the benefit of the family of Sir John 
Thompson. The amendments whioh have 
been made to the law relating to the civil 
service will, it is believed, result in an in- 
creased eiHoiency and economy. The legis- 
lation of the session will, I trust, lead to an 
improved administration of criminal law, 
to the advancement of commerce and the 
extension of railway and telegrapbio com- 
munication.

Mr. Chenhall had 
been auSering severely from aatbma during 
tho last few years, but was able to take an 
active intereat in mining. ^t was through 
his energy that tho famous Big Slide was 
opened up, although his personal lubora 
proved abortive. He was a native of Corn- 
wall, England, and oamo out to California 
in early daya, and worked in Grass Valley 
for a short period, \^ hen tho Curiboo 
excitement broke oat ho waa induced to 
-oome to British Columbia with his family. 
He spent considerable time in Cariboo, and 
WAS always engaged in prospecting many 
parts of the country. He was a ^vitness of 
tho many changes which tho country baa 
undargoue since " '58." He latterly settled 
down at Clinton but nevar lost faith in the 
mineral value of the provinoe. He iiaa left 
a widow, one son and four daughters who 
monrn for a kind and affsotionate buabaud 
and father. Rev. Mr. Turner preached an 
able diaooarae at th^ funeral service, and 
dwelt on the mmy eatlmab'e charactoristica 
of the deoeaaed.

Bourne, Brewster, Temple 
and othera, are ahowing up well in wide 
veins and rioh ore. There ia a atreak of 18 
inches of very high grade ore, a.d 4^ feet of 
solid shipping mineral, in addition to 10 feet 
of concentrating ore.

SMUGGLING C0N8PIEACY. 

Report of Coanael for the Prosecution In 
"Uayticn Keiiubllc" and "Wllmlng:- 
tou'' Cases. 

Washington, July 22.— Judgo Durand, 
special counsel of tbo Government for the 
prosecution of the Pacifio coaat smuggling 
conspiracy and Chinese ciaes, lately tried at 
Portland, Dr., has just filed his report to 
the Attornoy-Gjt'eral at tho Department of 
JuBlico. lu ruforcnco to tho steamship 
Wilniiugtou ho cUliiia that whilo she oaten- 
eib'.y did u loeitiniutu buaiD>;B8, tho chief 
protiis were obtained by smuggling opium 
and unlawfully bringiog iuto the United 
Siutea Cninoao laborers. So profitable was 
It that the managers coQoluded to purchase 
bhu Huytien Ropubliu, which was fitted up 
with apartments for smuggling and with 
oonvenionooa for carrying Chinese ooolies. 
For each Chinese laborer landed the steam- 
ship company obtained $125, although the 
regular pasaago in tho Chiuoao cabin was 
only 6<) Judge Durand says the trials 
clearly i>howed that there was a oombinatlon 
between tho ateamahip company and tho 
ouatoma olliciala whereby Collector Jumos 
Lotan received us his share of tho brunsac- 
tion §50 a head for each Chinese laborer 
landed. Subordinate oSloials received fees 
of small amounts. The report then goes on 
to show how Special Agent C, J. Mulkey 
was brought into the deal by which ho re- 
ceived $1,200 a month in advance, as well aa 
a " side deal " in opium. 

THE DUBBANT MUBOEBS. 

Important Testimony Which Fully Covers a 
Flaw In the Chain of Evidence. 

San Francisco, July 22.— Tho police 
olalm to have found a woman who will 
prove a very Important wilneaa in the trial 
of Theodore Durrant for the Emanuel church 
murders. The condition of the body of the 
murdered girl made reaaonable the inference 
that her murderer bad spattered his cloth- 
ing with blood. The blood had spurted to 
the walls of the book closet. Indicating that 
there had been a struggle. The polioe 
searched in every nook and corner of tbo 
obnrob for some trace of the olothlng. They 
found none, and no better suooess rewarded 
their efforts at Durrant's homo. This 
failure waa construed to moan a iliw in tho 
prosooution'a chain. In a singular way it ia 
said to have been ropuirod. If Durranb bo 
tho murderer and acted with Minnie Wil- 
liams ao ho did with another men.1) .r of 
Knianuol church, there would be no blood 
marks on bia clothes. The prosecution has 
secured a wituoes who will swear lo tho 
actions of Dtirrunt on another occasion than 
that of the murder.

Two Voung Men Go Over the Precipice anil 
Receive Fatiil Iiijarles. 

(JuKBEC, July 22,— Francois Provost, 
Paul Cote, J. Borthiaumo and J. Caron 
started to deeoend a stoop slope at Mont- 
morency Falls, when Goto alippod and fell a 
diatanoe of fifty feet and ouetainod fata! in- 
juries. Caron and Bortbiaume started to 
asalet him, when Prevoet, who had been 
drinking, threw off hia coat and hat and 
leaped over the precipice, landing on the 
rocks 200 feet below. He waa terribly 
mangled and death must have been in- 
stantaneous. Cote cannot recover from hia 
injuries.

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THE PITZEL MURDERS. 



Holmes the Accused Charged With 
Other Capital Crimes— Evidence 
Continues to Aeenmalate. 

The Wife of the Susppct Will Be a 
Strong: WituesB for the 
Prosecution. 



CiiitiAoo, July 22 — Tho search for the 
bodies of the miBsiof; Williama girls was 
resamed ali the *' OMtle " of H. H> Holmes, 
the anspeoted murderer, to-day. tFhe 
police faund a ropo hidden beneath a quan- 
tity of rubbleli. At one end Is a pluiled 
loop and at the other a " huisgman'a" nooso. 
Abo«b the knot and on the noose were found 
eeveral dark spocs. wbioh the police im 
mediately oouolnded were blood stains. 
The length of the rope Is euah that were the 
plaited loop attached to the upstairB wall of 
the aecrot dutniiiy waiter shaft, a body 
htnging from the aooao would juat clear the 
floor at tho boltom of i lio shaft. This in- 
cident has conviocod 6omo of tho dotectivca 
that Hulmea' alleged victims hud been 
puahed throuf^h tbo upatairs door of the 
dummy waiter and atraoRled to death in 
tho alioft h' lou-. Other (.fficers, however, 
refused to aQvuiice a theory nod tho rope 
waa aubmittid ro an analyist to determine 
tho ohuraotor ct tho stains. 

Id is tho inti-nlion of the polioo to make 
every illjrt Ki have H. H Holmes, the in- 
sarancb awindlcr, brought here to answer 
the ohargra of having murdorod tho Wil- 
liams alsterB. The loc^l oltioors uro con- 
Tinced that lh« uiiirdorof the Williama girla 
wac first comniitu il by Holmce, and ihoy 
argue in consujuonoe > liat he should stand 
trial for itfirat. Tiuy claim to bo able to 
produce evidence thai ho did murder tho 
■Islors. It baa developed that the substance 
upon whioh the first report of the finding of 
the bones of Minnie Williams is In the hands 
of deteotivB Orler, cf Philadelphia, It is 
■aid be visited Cbioago two weeks ago and 
seoared positive proof that the bo^ had 
been bnraed in the etove to Holmes' cffiue. 
It was also learned yeaberday that detective 
Grier woald ooroe to Cbioago after making 
a complete search for the remains of How 
ard Pittel in Detroit, and will oo>operata 
with the Ohioago offioers In whatever is 
done hereafter. No work was done in the 
basement of the Ungwocd house on Sun- 
day, bub fifteen mon will be put to work in 
the morning digging it up. The work that 
baa thus far been done in that direction 
has been without pyatem, and it is 
juat us likely as not that evidences of the 
crime havo been more deeply buried aa 
that one might havo bjen disclosed. Tho 
tank in which tho exploaion took place 
on Saturday haa been filled with water 
and will require tho aorvlcua of tho liro en- 
gine to putnp it out before the investigation 
can procsod. Clarence A. Phillip?, now in 
the grocery buaincBP, Buys ho helped to build 
the tank in Holmes' houae, whioh exploded 
on Sj.turday. It waa at flrat uaod, he said, 
in glaaa blending experimenta aLd later in 
ezperimenta la making illuniiuatlng gas 
Pbillipa' acquaintanco with Holmes cost 
him $1,400 and bis wife. 

Indianafous, July 22. — Mrs. Holmes, 
wife of the accused murderer and insurance 
swindler, left here for Philadelphia yester- 
day at the instBDce of the prosecuting attor- 
ney of that city, Mrs. Holmes herself would 
not talk, but her intimate friends to whom 
she oonfided her purposes say she has for- 
saken her buebsnd. It waa also stated by 
Mrs. Holmes that tbo assertion of Holmes 
that he was not in Toronto, bab absent with 
his wife when the Pitzal children disap- 
peared, is nob tme, and that wherever 
iSoImrs was at the time he was not with 
Mrs. Holmes. Moreover, Mrs. Holmes says 
she waa with Holmes in Cbioago at the time 
Miss Williams disappeared. Tills Intimate 
friend of Mrs. Holmes believes she will tell 
all she knows about her hnsband and will be 
a strong witness in prosecuting him.

STASIBULOFF'S FUNEKAL. 

A 8e««e of Psnlc and Ulsordcr— The Bnl. 
garlan Statesman Burled Without 
Speech or Ceremony. 

Sofia, July 22. — Tho funeral of ex-Prem- 
ier Stambuloff on Saturday was prolific of 
scenes in the streata. The police wore un- 
der orders to seoure '.traBqoiUity along tho 
ronto. The friends of M. Stambuloff and 
members of their housoholds aasemblod at 
the murdered mau's house. About .'i o'clock 
tho cortege started for the cathedral. Rop- 
proeentativos of the foreign poivors except 
Belgium followed tho funeral train. Tho 
attendance was small, owing to tho notice 
placarded laat evening, detailing the uccusa- 
tiona leveled ngaiost the deceased and uri;- 
ing tho people not to talfe part in tho obse- 
faics. 

Three hundred paces from tho houeo the 
spot wa:i reached whore Stambuloff fell by 
the daggers of tho aBBaaaina. Hero M. 
PetroiF, who was with the deceaeod when ho 
waa attaoki'd and who was himeelf wounded, 
made a apeoch. His head and arm were 
wrapped with bandugos. In an impassion- 
ed harangue he charged the enemies of 
Bulgaria with oinrderlog a man to whom tho 
country owed her independence and tho 
prince his throne. 

He was sneaking when a load cry was 
rsiaed : " Ron for your lives." A terrible 
panic ensued. The crowd made a rush to 
cEu.tpo. Men and women were trampled 
upon, and children carrying wreaths ibreT? 
down the flowers and fled screaming A de- 
tachment of gendarmes rode up with drawn 
Bworda. Their appoarunoa Incro'ised the 
panic, but after a while they euocoeded in 
restoring order, Whou, however, the pro- 
coBsion reaumctl ita march, it had lost many 
of ila adhorcnlB, all tho foreigti diploir.ata 
havin;,' rotlri;d except tho reproiientativea of 
Germany, Sorvia and Boumania 

The funeral train had hardly atartod again 
when u second panic broke (ut, cauaing an- 
other Bcono of coofuaion. Somo order waa 
re-established and the cemetery waa finally 
reached. Here there waa another fibocking 
acGne. The onemioa c! il. .jtambuloll and 
the frionda of Major P.mi'zA, who was t xo- 
cuted some yoara ago for conspiracy, at the 
inatanco of M. StarobulolT, had organlzid a 
hoBlilo domonatration ogalnst the dead 
stateaman. Tho grave of l^anilz » had boon 
decked with flowors and U^gs, and a large 
crowd, who had been attondinR a rf t|uiem 
to his memory, assumed a menacing attitude 
in tbo path of the hearse, A dataohmont of 
cavalry galloped up just in time to pre- 
vent a oollision. When the grave was 
reaahed the coffin was lowered in silence, 
Xhere was no oration over the remains, 
and no oeremony to mark the delivery to 
earth of the former powerful rnler of Bul- 
garia beyond the booting and hurrahs of 
enemies. It is said the panic waa started 
by a shot at tho carriage bearing the wreaths 
sent by tho town of Tirnova ond by tho 
Union Club, from which M. Stambuloff was 
going on tho fatal night.

Nothing was sighted save 
one ateamer on tho third day out from Yoko- 
hama, Tho Aslcun brougiib 146 tons of 
freight and 12 Gbinese passengers for Vic- 
toria, She will take from here as cargo for 
her outward trip considerable lumber and 
somo miooellaneons freight, Not oalling 
hero again she will also coal for the outward 
passage before leaving, filliog her bunkers 
with a supply which the steamer Thistle had 
waiting for her. The Asloun is a iruoh 
finer looking vessel than the Chittagong, 
the firat of the line to arrive. She waa built 
in Sunderland four years ago, and up to her 
present charter was employed freighting be- 
tweon the Orient and the Australasian col- 
oniea. She la 1,827 tons register and has a 
currying capacity of 1,200 tons. Her mach- 
inery ia cf tho Black and Hawthorne build 
and haa all modern improvements, including 
triple expansion orginea of 2o0 nominal h. p , 
cjpablo nl driving the veeaol at an average 
speed of 10 knois. There are no poculiar- 
itiea about the areamcr ; her dimenBioua are ; 
.S.'SS f-'"' '.'verall, be.un 12 feet, and depth of 
hold 2S feet. Her chief ollii^jrs are : Uapt., 
John Murray ; first offiaor, J, G Reld ; si-o- 
ond oUicer, H, Wright ; and third ofiioi r, R 
S. A. C. Urinn ; chief engineer, .1 ohn 
Christie ; eecond engineer, Wm. Bax .T ; 
third engineer, G White ;*and fourth ou- 
gineer. D. McCall. Aooordlng to some of 
tho ( fficers the Chittagong will not return 
here, but ia to be replaced on the line by the 
steamship Mount Lebanon. 

THK "gOEKN" AND THE "TOl'EKA." 

Captain James Carroll, the well known 
skipper of the Alaska excursion steamer 
Queen, gave his passengers — soma 2uO in 
ail — a long stay in town yesterday, The 
Queen got in from tho North about 10 
o'clock a.m , and remained in port until 
that hour at night. Tho passengers took 
good advantage of tho opportunity to ^isit 
tho points of intorost in the city. Many of 
them left the vesael hero with the intention 
of going East, and others of stopping some 
time in Victoria. Mr. Tilton, of Marvin !c 
Tilton, was among those landing here. He 
bad gone North on the Queen's second trip 
and had spent the interval in Alaska. The 
ateamer brings no late Northern news. She 
had a fairly good trip aa rogarda weather, 
and would have reached here aa soon aa the 
City of Topeka, whioh arrived Sunday at 
noon, bad it not been that ahe bad made an 
unusually long run. The Topeka only re- 
mained an hour before prooeedlni; to the 
Sound. She landed two tons of furs and 
the members of the Lnoille Palmar Co, She 
will return from the Sound to morrow morn 
ing on her way North.

TES OPPOSITIOii'S POWER. 

tTbe wonderfully olever politiolans of the 

Opposition when ridiculed for the sharp prao. 
tico and elusive taotics of their leader on 
the school question say with alTeotod In- 
cooenoo, " What can he do! He is in a 
minority, and any proposition that be may 
make will be anre to be voted down." This 
Is by no means certain. But even if it were 
there is nothing to hinder Mr, Laarier or, 
indeed, any othor member of tho Liberal 
party submitting a proposition to tho House 
in wbioh would be embodied the principles 
on wbioh in faia opinion the Government 
■bonld 8C4 in dealing with the qneation. 
He oonld have submitted a meaanre to tho 
House that, aooording to bis judgment, 
would meet the diffioulties of the case and 
lead to a settlement satisfactory to both 
parties. He could have compelled any 
membsr of tho House to put. himself on re- 
cord either in favor of, or op- 
opposed to, some definite princi- 
ple. But ho did nothing of the 
kind. His motions were motions to trip the 
Government up or to embarrass it without 
committing himself or anyone else to any 
oourse of action with respect to it. The 
Hon. Mr. Foster, in his npeeoh in reply to 
Mr. Lanrier, showed very olearly that the 
leader of the Upposition had ib in his power 
to do a great deal for any courao which he 
favored and really desired to promote. He 
said : — 

The government's work for five yours is 
all before him (oho Loader of the Oppoaition), 
and yet, when ho oomes to regret that the 
government is dealing with the Manitoba 
question in a manner not demanded by the 
best interests of the country, ho has no sug- 
gestion in his resolution or speech aa to 
what would ho tho manner best adapted, de- 
manded by the boat interoata of tho cDun- 
try. Nob tho leuat. (Cheers.) My hon. 
friend roaohed to the height of twico mov- 
ing the adjournnient of the houao to defeat 
the government. (LauRhtor.) But to-day 
he reached a atlll higher place, and ho moved 
a colorleas, citoh motion which every man 
who is opposed in the least particular to any 
step the government has taken, or who ia 
opposed in the least to having a single 
ray of light on the matter, could vote 
for. I ohallenRe my bon. friend to pnb 
a motion before the house laying down 
a definite, plain poUoy in subatitation for 
the policy of this Oovernment and ask tliis 
house to support it. My hon. friend says 
that something must be done, and done at 
once. Be is in a poailion lo do ii (Cheers.) 
Jurisdiction ia veated in this house. My 
hon. friend can introduce his measure, and 
submit tho eamo to the house for its adop- 
tion, and thia houao has j uriadlction to make 
it luw. (Oheora ) If hu and hiu party have 
uuy plfin ihoy can put it in the ahupo of log- 
ialalion, and ihia Piirliamont ia in a poaition 
to paea upon that lef;ialat Ion. (Kunu-,ved 
choora.) Hua ho done thai ? Will ho do if; 
^^'lll ho give ovon a auggostion of it'.' My 
hon, friend taunted ua with being cowardly. 
Well, Mr. Speaker, wo have put ourpoaition 
plainly and olearly before thia houao and 
have taken our Btand on it. Has tho hon. 
gentleman dono tho samo ? 

It ia not) creditable to tho leader of tho 
Opposition and to thoao with whom ho is 
asaooiated that they had not a word to say 
in reply to tbe challenge of the Miniator of 
Finance. We do nob believe that a parallel 
am be found in the parliamentary history 
of any oonntry to the oourao which tbe Op- 
poaition have seen fit to pursue with regard 
to this very important ijuestion of tho Man- 
itoba Bohools, When have an Opposition on 
aquoatlouof vital importance, a queation 
wbioh has agitated the country in wbioh it 
was raised, deliberately refrained from any 
expression of opinion on its merits and con- 
tented themselvoa with pursuing u tricky 
pjHoy of worry and onuoyanoo, having tho 
defeat of tbe Govornmont and nob the sot- 
tloment of the queation as their sole aim ? 
Mr. Laurier has by his taotioa done infinite 
harm to the Iilberals of thia Dominion. 
He baa degraded their party to tho 
very low level of a potty faotion whose 
leaders have no other objoob than their own 
profit and aggrandiaomont. Tho welfare of 
the country is olearly a matter of very litilo 
importance to them. Ihia the earnest men 
in Parliament of both sides see very dearly. 



Although there are many (lonservativea 
from Ontario, Quebec and tho other pro- 
vinces who do not approve of tho policy of 
tho Govornmenb, Mr. Laurier haa nob been 
able, aa far aa we have been Informed, to 
attach one of them to hia party. Even Mr. 
McCarthy and Col. O'lJrien take good care 
to keep clear of the Grita. Would thia 
have been tho ciso if Mr. Liurier had 
oloarly defined hia poaition on tho school 
question, if ho had takon one aide or tbe 
other, or if he had pointed out a prac- 
ticable middle course ? Certainly not, 
If he had boon oarnost and sincere 
In any courao Mr. Laurier would 
hxve made converts. Bub ib was seen thikt 
the Opposition had no policy and that no 
ono ooutd tell— not even Mr. Laurier him 
Bslf — what policy they proposed to adopts 
Tbe diaaatlafied Conservatives were no 
doubt disgusted with the sbullllng, the In- 
aincority, the trickinoaa and the want of 
oiruestneas displayed by the Grits, and 
their contempt for them was increased 
ritther than diminished. It was Mr. 
L tnrier'a own fault that be was defeated in 
every division. His taotioa were auoh that 
the mombora, whether I'laglish or Frencln 
Protestant or Catholic, who wore diaploaaed 
with the Government could place no faith 
in him. 



UNOHAHQED. 



Those who oxpeoted that before the ses 
alon closed Mr. Laurier would give a olear 
and deliuite opinion on the Manitoba sohool 
question must be diaappointed. He has 
made three motiona of want of oonfidenoe. 
He has censured and ooodemned the course 
which tho Govornmonc ia pursuing ; he haa 
talked around and around the queation, but 
he has not yet committed himself or hia 
party in any statement be has made regard 
Ing it. He made bis great speeob on that 
anbjeot on Monday, the 15 bh inst. Before 
wo had soon oven a telegraphic summary of 
that epeooh wo ventured the atatomoDt that 
" it was as vague and aa non committal aa 
the others he had previously delivered on 
the same subjeob." This Is what a writer 
who bad moat probably heard the speech 
delivered aaya about It : 

Mr. Laurier made a singularly obaraober- 
Istic and singularly ineffectual speech yes- 
terday afternoon on his motion condemning 
the government for its treatment of tho 
Manitoba sohool question. What could 
have been the object of his colorless reso- 
lution ? Surely he had no hope of defeating 
tho govornmenb. While tbe ministerial 
crieis of last week was in progreea he tested 
the feeling of the House by a motion to ad- 
journ, and was badly beaten. Did he wish 
to state his own views ? On the contrary, 
he anxiously avoided committing himaolf to 
any olear opinion of tho main iaaue. Did 
ho desire to show that there were differences 
among the followers of the government in 
regard to the action to bo taken ? Was this 
bis purpose in delivering a discourse to 
which his friends and colleagues, Mr. Tarte, 
on the one side, and Mr. Martin, on the 
other, listened with countenances equally 
expressive of admiration and approval ? 

Tho motion was pointless, the speeob 
weak. It was a tale told by a courteous 
and agreeable speaker, full of well-turned 
phrases and nicely rounded sentences — 
signifying nothing. Its author reminded 
one of an expert swordsman fencing with a 
shadow, making sharp outs and desperate 
lungca in the air. 

Thia criticiam of Mr. Laurior'a apotch Is 
taken from tho leading article of the Ottawa 
Daily Citizen. That it ia just there ean be 
no donbt. Ib shows that Mr. Lanrier kept 
up hia policy of dodging to the last. The 
oourse he haa pursoedonthia aohooi question 
haa been uttrrly contemptible, and be will 
find to hia sorrow, if wo do nob very greatly 
mistake, that this is the opinion that men of 
both parties and all shades of opinion have 
formed of it. 



A PRUDENT OMISSION. 

Our contemporary tho Timoa says that 
Mr. Lanrier's motion with regard to tho 
Manitoba school question '* apoka quite 
plainly, as might have been expected, 
against the Idea of Parliament coerciog 
tho province," but very prudently forgota lo 
quoto the " motion." Wo will reproducu 
tho motion in order that our roadora may 
see how "plainly" it protests against 
oonrclng the province. Here it is : 

" Thia Honae regrets the failure of the 
Government to deal with the Manitoba 
Bobool queation in a manner demanded by 
the best interests of the country, and is of 
the opinion that the ministerial declaratioiid 
In regard to tho question are oalculatod to 
fTomote dangerous agitation amongat lha 
Canadian ^eople." 

This motion Is a very good oxamplo of Mr. 
Lanrier's skill in saying somelhiug which, 
when cIoBoly examined, really moana uoth- 
iog. Thoro ia, in tho lirst place, not a word 
In tho resolntion that has the alightesb bear- 
ing on cooroion. Mr. Lanrier aaya that the 
Government has nob dealt with the Manito- 
ba school question In a manner demanded by 
tho beat interoata of the country, but in 
what ro»nect it faila ho dooR nnt. nay. " Do 
manded by the best interests of tho country" 
1 9 a very nice sounding phrase, but 
what does It mean ? Neither in tho 
resolution itsolf nor in the speeob upon it 
which he delivered does Mr. Laurier spoak 
plainly aa to what would L in the best in- 
toroets of the country. Wo huvo nob auoh 
a poor opinion of our contemporary's dls- 
oernment as to suppose for a moment that 
lb does not see the attar emptiness of this 
part of Mr. Lanrier's motion. Then the 
Leader of the Orita regrets that the minla- 
torial declarations are calculated to promote 
dangerous agitation among tho people. 
There ia nothing, plain or otherwise, in this 
about coercion. It is somewhat singular 
that no one in the Honae of Commons un* 
derstood the motion as onr contemporary 
underatanda ib. Mr. Foster, in speaking to 
lb in tho Houao of Commons, said : 

'• I challenge him (Mr. Laurier) and hia 
lloutonante to got up to-day and aay whit 
they are In favor of on thia question. They 
dare nob do it. They pub motions which 
aro oolorloaa ; thoy dodge every motion 
wbioh ia definite ; tho thing they do not 
want to do is to pub themselves on record. 
They have been skulking through this 
House and thiongh thia oonntry without 



giving tho leaab information to tho people 
aa to whoro they stand, ionking only and 
hoping only for profio lo tliemoelvoo and 
power to themselvoa through tlio disintegra- 
tion whioh may como to their opponents." 

This ia strong language, but it ia nothing 
more than the simple and the undeniable 
truth. Mr. Laurier in hia oalchy motion 
condemned nothing plainly, neither did ho 
advocate nnythirg plainly, he was merely 
boating about tho bush trying to convince 
simolo people that he was In earneab and 
had something to say worth hearing. Oar 
oontemporary haa not yet answered the 
question wbioh we pub to it tbe other day, — 
" la uooiaterferenoe the policy of the Oppo- 
sition ? " for the very best of reasons. Mr. 
L\urior hiia not yob lot; tho world know 
what his polioy is — if he has a policy, which 
ia questionable. 

NOT QUITS KILLED. 

Ib is a mistake to oonoluda that because 
Lord Bipon, the Liberal Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, did notapproveof the trado 

policy outlined by the Octawa Conference, 
preferential tradehadreceivod its "(|uiotua." 
That Conference was oomposed of men from 
all tho largo colonics of the Empire and ib 
repreeontod the opinions of men of ability 
and inliuenoe, not in the Coloniea only but 
in the Mother Country. Evary intelligent 
obaerver muat aeo that froo trado haa ceased 
to bo a Duporatition Id Great Britain. Thoro 
are able men in that country, and some of 
them are in I ho prosenb Government, who 
doubt its applicability even to Great Brit- 
ain. Lord Saliabnry hlmaelf baa, on more 
than one ocoaaion, (fiven utteranoe to opin- 
ions whioh were very far from being in 
accordancj with tbe toachinga of the 
free trade dootrlnairea. Among tho 
morohanta, the manufacturers, the landlords 
and the farmers of tbe Old Conntry are to 
be found men who are zaalona protection- 
ists, and they do not scruple to give free 
utterance to their opinions, Tho fair 
traders aro quite numerous in every one of 
tho threo I^ingdoms and their number is 
continually increasing. It baa been found 
that free trade has not been sn unmixed 
blessing even to England. Ib ia indeed de- 
clared by thousands that it has proved tbe 
ruin of the farmers of the country. The 
opinion is general that some modlfi- 
oation of free trade would be ben- 
eficial to the very oonsiderable pro- 
portion of the population who can find 
nothing to do. Thinking men ara beginning 
to sea that it is a mistake to give outsiders 
all the benefits of the British markets 
and to get nothing in return. They 
are of opinion that thoso nations who in 
matters of trade treat Great Britain in a 
churlish and unfriendly manner, shonld re- 
ceive aimilar treatment in return. When 
this view becomes more general It will not 
be BO dlfiSoult aa it now appears to eatablisb 
a polioy of preferential trade with tho colo- 
niea, for such a policy would mean simply 
treating thoao well who treat Great Britain 
well, and withholding trade favors from 
those who treat bar badly. The principle of 
reciprocity in trade ia already believed to be 
a sound one, and it has only to bo extended 
to make preferential trade with the colonies 
the most natural thing in tbe world.

In tho absence of the Mayor, Aid. Hum- 
phrey took the chair at the council meeting 
lust ovouiog. 

A. W. Vowell, Buperlntondent of Indian 
agoncioa, in answer to the council, wrote 
that he had directed the local Indian agent 
to have the thistles on the Songhees reserve 
out down. 

B. W. PearsB wrote asking the oity to 
carry out Ita agreement to havo the tram- 
way company's polea moved buck on tho 
newly widened part of Cadboro Bay road 
and to have tho holos in tho road filled up. 

Thia was referred to the street committee. 
A oommunloatlon from F. B. Alexander 
submitting a proposition to have the city 
advertised in a new publication of the 
Northern Pacific railway, waa refoirod to 
the printing committee. 

An Boknowledgment of the city council's 
letter in regard to having quarantine regu- 
lations at William Head strtotly carried out 
was received from Thomas Earle, M.P., 
who wrote that he had bronght the letter to 
the attention of the department at Ottawa. 

A letter waa read from the Wm. Hamil- 
ton Manufacturing Co , asking that tbe five 
hours' teat of tbe eleotrlo light engine be de- 
layed a few days. This was referred to the 
eleotrlo light committee. 

A request from the Victoria Phd'aix 
Brewing Co. to have water supplied them at 
tho same rate aa other rosldouts was re- 
ferred to tho Water Commissioner. 
Tho following report was read : 

ViCTOEiA, B. C, July 22od, 1895. 
To Bis Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen ; 
GKNTLii.MKN : — As chairman of tho elec- 
tric light committee, I feel that I owe a 
duty to myself and tho citizens to put my- 
self on record In pointing out what I cou- 
aidor very serioua defects in our new plant, 
which defoota tho present electric light com- 
mittee have been powerless to remedy for the 
reason that tho work was so far advanced 
when we took ofEoo as In certain ways to bo 
practically completed. 

Tho first thiiig I wish to point out ia tho 
fact that tho engine and dynamo room Is 
totally unsuitable ; for bosidoa being too 
small the floor Is of light wood with no pro- 
per foundation for tho dynamoa to rest upon, 
two of thom being directly over the con- 
donaor pit, thus causing that t xoeesive vibra- 
tion when tbe engine is running full speed, 
whloh baa already resulted In one of the 
dynamos being damaged on tho night of tho 
full speed trial. By the present arrange- 
ment the shaft tnma the wrong way round 
for tho proper conveyance of the engine 
power by tbe dynamo belts, which will 
cauao slips and oonsrquently fl ickoriog of 
the lights. 'Xhe remedy for this state of 
affairs is to extend the engine room another 
thirty feet along the water front, and by 
placing the dynamos at the same distance on 
the other side of the shaft as they ate now, 
This can be done at a cost of $2,400, and as 
the rock blasted oat would be utilized to fill 
up in front the wharf extension along that 
distance could be easily and cheaply made. 
Besides thia no more rock need be removed 
tbm would bo noceaaary tn enable a smooth 
ooncrste floor to bo spread, continuous with 
that on which tho ahaft bearers stand and 
upon which there would bo no possibility of 
any of that exceaaivo vibration which Is at 
preaont ao detrimental to the dynamoa. Tho 
apace at present taken up by tho dynamos 
and belling can ha used for storage, testing 
and repair of lamps and dynamoa, and the 
engineer and dycamo tender would bo able 
to gel about tho ahafting and dynamos ( m 
iiiipoBsibility under the proeont arrango- 
moai ) 

lb la to bo regretted that after tho ex 
ponditiiro of audi a auni of money to im- 
prove our lighting department that It is ao 
fiir from what it ought to be and whot the 
rAiepayors had a right to expect. But Is is 
u fact that has to bo faced, and I should be 
wanting in my duty to the ratepayers and 
council if I were not to point out theao de- 
foota at this time ao that they may bo 
publicly known and properly discuaaed. 

Another class of defects and which will 
gradually have to bo remedied ia the replac- 
ing of tho proaent defective lamp arms of 
tho " frame " pattern, whloh are gradually 
collapaiog during each gale of wind, by 
others of a moro substantial characliir, 
Tho lampa that wore contracted for by the 
council of 1891 also are of a cheap kind, 
roughly put togdhor and of the single car- 
bon type that will not burn through a long 
winter night. Theao will give constant 
trouble and be a source of oudlooa complaint 
from tho Inhabitants of thodlatrlot in whloh 
they are placed, as although they may be 
carefully looked after they will be liublo to 
stick and have the streots in darkness when 
least expected. These will, I am sure, have 
to bs replaced by othevs of a more reliable 
pattern in the near future. The above, to- 
gether with tho removal of old posts and 
snob like matters, are what I consider 
necessary to tho duo oomplotion of and 
placing the electric lighting department on 
a proper and satisfaotory basis, and I am 
sure I am only doing my duty in bringing 
the Gubjaot forward in this manner at 
this time.

Paktridok, in moving that tho re- 
port bo reooivtd, said ho was sorry to soo 
that the electric plant was in euch a miser- 
able condition. He believed, however, that 
it was beat that the people ehould bo in- 
formed of the focta. He moved that tho re- 
port ba published in both the city novra- 
papors. 

Ald. McLhllan remarked that he did 
not see lliat the report need be published. 
It was a very smart move for the obsirman

to put hlmaeli on record, so that be could 
point to it if anything went wrong. Why 
did not the committee dlaofaargo Mr. 
Stlokels at first instead of keeping him on 
when they first took office ? 

Ald. WiiiUAMS in reply said that the 
commlttoe naturally did not diaoharge Mr. 
Stickela at onoe before they knew 
anything about the matter wheu they 
first took ofBce, He was qaito In 
accord with the chairman in bringing in tho 
report. Tho mistakes that had been made 
wore not tho fault of tho proaent com- 
mittoo but tho ono that had gone before, 
and ho for ono did not feel like shouldering 
tho faults of other people. Ho would sup- 
port Aid. Partridge's motion. 

The chairman considered tho report one- 
aided. It left out any mistakes which the 
present committee had made ; for instance 
that wooden foundations for tho light shaft 
wore put in by the present committoo. 

Ai.D Williams replied that it was not 
tho committee who hud decided in favor of 
wooden foundatiooa inatoad of concrete, as 
the nommlttco had nob thought best to act 
on the engineer's advice, but had brought 
tbo matter before the council to decide. 

Ald. Braqg said it was not bis desire to 
find fault with tho old committoo. lb was 
aimply to put facta before the people. 

Tho report was tabled, tho motion to have 
it published being voted down. Aid. Bragg, 
Williams and Partridge voting for Its publi- 
cation. 

The Water Commissioner recommended 
that four-Inob pipe be laid on Qaebso street 
from Montreal to Menzies, and on Montreal 
street to Dallas road. This was adopted. 

Tho City Assessor recommended khab Ah 
HIng bo paid $10 for his claim for vegetables 
spoiled by the burning down of old shacks 
by tho city. Adopted. 

The applications for tho position of en- 
gineer at tbe electric light station were re- 
ferred to the eleotrlo light committee to 
report. 

A report from tbo cemetery committee 
recommended that the addition to tho cemo- 
tory be surveyed. Thia waa adopted. 

Tho electric light comniitteo asked for 
f;il)0 for variouj purposea, aud atbmitted a 
votorinarian'a lotier rucominnnding tho ac- 
coptanco of Mr. L'lwroncn'a horae for oloc- 
trio light work, This was adopted. 

Tho strpot committee's report was adopt- 
ed rcconmionding tho payment of 55U() to 
Mr. Bechtol for tho laud ou which llio Kock 
Hay bridge encroaohod, and that people 
whoso property encroached on tho street be 
notified to move. 

Ai.i> Wii LlAMS, before the council ad- 
journed, eaid that if a by-law wag to be 
brought in for street paving now was tbe 
time, before tbe summer was over. 

Ald. MoLellan replied that though 
paving was a pot scheme of his, the people 
would hound anyone out of the oity who 
brought In a by-law at the present time. 
(Laughter.) 

Ald. Williams aald the by-law sboald be 
bronght in, and if the people voted it down 
that was not the connoil'a fault. They 
would have done their duty. He also 
wanted something done about tbe powder 
magazine ab Bsaoon Hill. 

In reply to A)d. MaomlUan, Aid. Cameron 
atatod that tho figures of coat for tho .John- 
son ravine improvomont wore being pro- 
pared but were not yot ready. 

The oonnoll adjourned.

Thia diliioulry wua 
overcorno by tho inBcrtion in tho B N.A. ac^. 
of 1807 of Booliou 9.) Hud aub aeotiona 1, I, 
Sand 4 Th? Citholio of Manitoba held 
tho a\n\c viowo with rupard to oduoitioii aa 
did thoir co-roligioniatn In (^luelioc und On- 
tario. In the year 1870 tho Cilholic and 
Protestant population in Manitoba wore 
about equal in number. Mimitcb i. entered 
the oonti deration in 1870, upon tho torina of 
the Manitoba Act, 33 Vie. cliap. .) (1) S ), 
which act was declared valid by tho Brltian 
North Amerio act, 1871. 

Some of tho material tonne nf union were 
as followe : — " In and for tho province the 
aaid Irgialaburo may cxcluelvoly make laws 
in relation to odnoation, Bubject and accord- 
ing to the following provisions : — 

" (1) Nothing in any sach law shall 
prejadioially affeot any right or privilege 
with respecb to deoomioational aohooia 
which any claaa of peraona have by law or 
practice in the provinae at the anion." (See 
aeo- 22, aub-aea 1 of the Manitoba Act, 
1870) 

Sab-eeotiona 1 and 3 of seotion 93 of the 
Britiah North America Act, 1867. read aa 
follows: — "In and for each province the 
legialatare may exolaaivoly make lawa in 
relation to education, subject and according 
to the following provisiona : — 

"(1) Nothing in any suoh law shall 
prejudicially afTaob any right or privilege 
with respect to donominationai aohooia 
which any class of poraons havo by law in 
tho province at the union. 

" (.3) Where in any province a ayatoni of 
separate or dissentiont achools exista by 
law at tho union, or Is thereafter catab- 
lished by tho iegialaturo of the province, an 
appeal shall lie Co tho Governor General in- 
Councii from any act or decialon of any 
provincial authority affacfing any right or 
privilege of tho Protestant or Roman 
Catholic minority of the Queen's subjects in 
relation to education." 

At the timo when Manitoba entered con- 
federation there waa no law or regulation In 
force with respect to education. There 
wore no publio schools in the sense that we 
have them in British Columbia, but there 
existed denominational schools supported 
and maintained by voluntary contributions 
and aobool fees. Those echoola were con- 
dooted according to the tenets of the r«ligl- 
ona body to which they might belorg. 

In 1871 a law waa paaaed which establish- 
ed throaghoub Manitoba a system of denom- 
inational education. The board of educa- 
tion consisted of two sections — Protestant 
and Roman Catholic. Eioh section was to 
have under its control and management tho 
discipline of the schools of tho section. 
These schools were to bo maintained by 
grants from the provincial funds to bo divid- 
ed equally between Protoatant and Roman 
Catholic aohooia and by contributions from 
the people of each aobool district, such con- 
tributions to bo levied by an asaeaament on 
the property in tho aobool distriot, eta., ect. 
Between 1870 and 1890 certain enaotmenta 
were in force maintaining the ayatem of de- 
nominational education. 

In tho year 1890 the legislature panaed 
two acta whereby a general ayatem of non- 
sectarian education was ostablishod in place 
of the denominational system that had pre- 
viously existed. Against this legislation of 
1890 uboliahing tho system of denomina- 
tional education tho Roman Catholioa com- 
plained that thoii' rights had been prejudici- 
ally affected. On appeal to tho Judicial 
Comniibtee of the Privy Conncil it waa held : 

" (a) That Buofa appeal lay under aeot. 22, 
anb-aec. 2 of the Manitoba Aob, 1870t which 
appUea to righta and prlvilegea acquired by 
legialatfon in the province after the date 
thereof 

" (b) That the Roman Catholics having 
acquired by such legislation tho right to 
control and manage their denominational 
aohooia, to havo them maintained out of the 
generol taxation of tho province, to select 
hooka for their uae, and to dutorinino tho 
character of tho roligioua toaohirg therein, 
wore aflfectod aa regards that right, by tho 
aots of 1890, under which state aid waa 
withdravr'n from thoir eol.ools, whllo they 
themselves remained liable to local aeaosa- 
mont in support of non-auotarian pohoula to 
which Ihoy coneoionl^ioualy objeolc-d. 

"(o) That tho Governor (iouoral in Coun- 
cil baa power to make rctinedinl ordora in 
the promiaeo within iho soopo of eub aoo. ,'i 
of B(0. 22, e g , by aupplemontal rather than 
repealing leglalatlon." 

If tho minority Lad been Protestant in- 
stead of Catholic the decision would have 
been equally in their favor. It waa not 
bo expected that, after entering tho Union 
upon tho terms and provisions contained in 
the acta aforesaid, tho legislaturo of Mani- 
toba would sot up an educational system ob- 
noxiona either to Catholics or Protestanta 
and contrary to the terma of union. Not- 
withatandiog the ababemenb in the aald arti- 
cle, I Bay that a free and Bslf-reapeoting 
province la bound bo carry out the terma of 
nnloD and grant the Q>ieen'a Roman 
C»tholio aubjeota of Manitoba their aobool 
ayatem of which the act of 1800 deprived 
them, and that no loyal eubject can adviae 
and aanobion thu non observaDoe cf tho 
terma and provisiona upon which Manitoba 
(nk rod tho Confederation. 

" Shall wo authori/.j coercion ';" I think 
tho question ia promaturo. The people of 
Manitoba bi.ving boon intrusted with tho 
groat power of making laws in regard to 
property and civil rights, I shall aoaumo that 
the Manitoba govornmont on reflection will 
act In aeonaiblo and prudent manner. 

The article I refer to contains many other 
miaatabementa whioh I have nob referred to, 
bnb I think I can safely say, borrowing the 
Idea from the article *' Paz Vobiaoum " in 
the game paper, bbab the author of the 
article, " Shall We Aathorize Coeroion," la 
more like a firebrand than a fire engine. I

Prclnbly ibc oldest sporting organizktiou 
in the province la the British Columbia 
Rifle AbBooialiou, whoso annual prize meet- 
ing at Goldotroiim on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday will be!the local event of this week. 
All the entries ahoald be in by this evening, 
by wbioh time, It ia expected, Vancouver, 
Weatminater, Nanaimo and Victoria, in- 
oludiog the Royal Murinca and seamen, will 
bo 80 well rcpresouted that the event in 
point of lUtendsnoo will be a record one. 
Since its establishment in IS/ t tl-.e associa- 
tion haa never misaeu an annual pri/.i 
meeting, for tho dc-,-oteea of tho ritlo are 
constant in their uirootion for the sport, in 
which greybeard and youth alike may par- 
ticipate with iqual eojoymonC and on terms 
of fair eijuality. The least was formerly a 
moveable one, Victoria, Westminster and 
Nanaimo by turns boing tho scene of the 
meeting, until the growth of the association 
and the rjemand for target aocommodation 
made it necessary to provide a permanent 
homo. A lease of the present range at 
Goldstream was therefore scoured from 
Mr. James Phair, and since 1800 tho meet 
lags have taken place there — a neutral spot 
where all are on an even footing so far as 
familiarity with the range fs concerned.
